WEEKLY REPORT, 



Condition of Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 



The weather conditions of the winter 
preceding the present crop season were 
not wholly favorable, despite the fact that 
there were but few periods of extremely 
low temperatures, and they as a rule 
being very brief. The drouth conditions 
of las', autumn wore continued into the 
winter, which for the most part showed 
a deficiency in precipitation. This, com- 
bined with tke almost complete absence 
of snow to protect it, left winter grain 
in a generally poor condition at the op 
ing of the season. The spring thus far 
has been cool, with nearly an ave 
amount of precipitation, and generally 
speaking has presented unfavorable con- 
ditions for the progress of farm work and 
the growth of vegetation, the season at 
lis date being perhaps two works late. 
A very full report has been received 
ir the past week from correspondents 
presenting every agricultural district 
the state, and its fenerai tone exhibits 
remarkable uniformity in crop condi-
